' while the mixing is in progress, a'con- 
sijant flow of 'ice, water is maintained. 
-.•This flow; of- ;ice water .is used to keep 
-the: temperature of the mix below 
85(; jdegs., as above 
that point it 


wpuTd' explode, ai>d a hole in the- 
ground would mark where the factory 
had bean. 
The nitroglycerin is stored 


in large earthenware tanks, which fare, 
usually sunk in the ground to guard 
againbt blows or,severe concussion. 


The other ingredients for making 


dynamite are, nitrate of soda (which is 
found only in;Chili), carbonate of mag- 
nesia and, wood pulp. 


Dynamite is put in paper shells usually 


1J4 inches in diameter and 8 inches in 
length, and weighs about one-half pound 
to each shell or cartridge. It has largely 
taken the place of black powder for 
blasting, as it is many hundreds of times 
stronger, and consequently more epp* 
nomical. It is used chiefly in mining all 
kinds of ores,'coal and rock, and sub- 
marine blasting and railroad building. 
Without its aid many railroads, espe- 
cially those crossing the Rocky moun- 
tains, pould not have been constructed; 
without it Hell Gate, in {Tew York har- 
bor,-could not have been destroyed, and 
without it the miner, atjprices now paid 
for mining ores, could not earn his 
bread. 


Dynamite will not explode from any 


ordinary fall or jar. It will burn with- 
out explosion and freezes at 42 degs., 10 
degs. above ordinary freezing point.. 
The bomb is made of metal or glass and 
filled with pure nitroglycerin arranged' 
so as to explode by severe contact with 
any hard object. 
These bombs are of 


course never made by a reputable dynar 
mite factory. 


Five or six millions of dollars are in- 


vested in the manufacture of dynamite 
in the United States, and its use is con- 
stantly on the increase. The fumea of 
nitroglycerin produce intense headache, 
which can be cured by taking a very 
small dose, of it internally.—Detroit Free 
Press. 


A Logician Out of Place.

The Salt Lake Tribune, which is now 


fattening on Federal spoi's under Harri- 
son, and the Salt Luke Herald, which is 
stnacniug its chops in anticipation of the 
rich feast in store for it in the event of 
Cleveland's election, endeavor, by arous 
ing prejudides, to got the people to vote 
for the Wall street candidates. The Salt 
Lake Mining Journal, by appealing to 
mon's reason, is doing more for the cause 
of silver than the other papers can do 
against it. 
In a recent issue the Journal 


says: 


"What consolation can there be to 


mining men, with silver at 84 cents au 
ounce, to be told by Administration or 
gana that Harrison is more friendly to 
•ward silver than Cleveland. What hope 
have they, that he would ever, even if re- 
elected, lift ono finger toward righting 
the wroug and injustice done to the min- 
ing industry of the West? If he is more 
friendly than Cleveland,why then ia silver 
quoted lower than ever before for the last 
SOOyeais? It is all bosh, and it is like 
the pot calling the kettle black, to make 
any comparison whatever between these 
two Jyod-in-tho-wool goldbug Presiden- 
tial candidates. They merely represent 
Wall street and Wall street interests; 
while Weaver, the silver candidate, rep- 
resents, as the Tribune unwitedly said, 
'the discontentTf the people.' 
Thin is 


the whole tnilk in the r-ocoanut. We 
can expect nothing 
from uither of the 


old p'irties, that is the West cannot, ex- 
cept degredution, humiliation and slav- 
ery. 
Oue may promise not to bs qnito 


as severe on us as the othei ; but the 
difference will be slight—and for years 
we will perpetuate this system of leiting 
a few capitalists and goldbugs rule or 
ruin this country as they see fit, merely 
because we hate to sever old party ties or 
forswear allegiance to principles sup- 
posed at one time to have boen embod- 
ied in the platform adopted by Washing- 
ton or Jefferson. 
Yet with silver, our 


principal commodity, down to 84 cents, 
wo are asked to vote for an enemy merely 
became he does not hate us quite as 
much as does some other man, yea,

on every ounce of silver we produce, we 
are naked to proclaim the thief as an 
honest man.

ANOTHER 8 TAT 15 CONVENTION. 


The Silver State says the Chairman of 


the State Central Committee of the Silver 
party has received communications from 
nearly every county in the State, some 
suggesting and some urging the calling 
of another State Convention of the party 
to instruct tho nominees fur Presidential 
electors to vote for Weaver and Field, 
and to nominate a State ticket if certain 
contingencies arise. 


The Silver State approves of calling 


tho convention, aud explicitly indorses 
Weaver and Field, as the Colorado Silver 
party has done, and as every true friend 
of pilvar must do. It wants the lines 
clearly defined before election so as to 
guard against tiickery. 
It tells the old 


party politicians to put up Harrison and 
Cleveland electors as they now contem 
plate, and the Silver men to accept the 
gauge of battle and 64)11 to a finish. 


While tl ere is truth and force in what 


the Silver State aiya the S'lver men 
should proceed with caution and make 
no mistakes. Accoiding to reports from 
Nye, L'inclei and other parts of the State 
H. mnjority of the delegatesto the Repub- 
lican State Convention will be instructed 
to indorse the Silver party electors. 
With such indorsement Messrs. Wren, 
BouniQeld and Powning will have no op- 
position except from the dissemblers, 
•who talk free coinage white advocating 
tho election of goldbug 
candidates. 


Many of the advocates of free coinage are 
not troubled with 'an over-abundance of 
money and they should not be compelled 
to incur the expense of again assembling 
in State Convention unless it be abso 
Intely necessary. 
Tnere is no danger 


whatever, of the Silver party electo;s 
voting for anybody but General Weaver 
for President of the United States unK's- 
directed to do so by the Silver conven- 
tion. They are pledged by platform and 
declaration against Harrison and Clev« 
land, and committed to the only free 
'coinage Presidential candidate in the 
field. 


KNDOKSIM* TJUK SILVER ELECTORS. 


The Republican Central Conc.mittee of 


Lamler county adopted a resolution re 
quisling the delegates from that county 
lo tbe State Convention to be held at 


Reno on the Slat instant, to cast their 
vote as a unit for the Presidential elect- 
ors nominated by the Silver party at 
Reno, Jane 24, 1893, namely, Messrs.

It simply states that when a-voter shall 
declare under oath, that by reason of phy- 
sical disability, he is unable to mark his 
ballot, shall at hi& rtqneat be permitted to 
recieve the assistance in such marking of 
an elector other than any election officer, 
but no person shall be permitted to go 
inside the guard rail as an assistant to 
more than one voter. 


In a condensed form the section means: 


That if a voter is physically unable to mark 
bis tioket, he may be accompanied by a 
friend selected for that purpose, but the 
friend thus selected, having accompanied 
one voter, shall have exhausted his privi- 
lege, and shall not be permitted to accom- 
pany any other voter upon a similar mis- 
sion. 
The physical disability referred to 


in the statute may be any disability of a 
physical nature that incapacitates the vot r 
from marking his ballot. It docs not mean 
mental disability, henoe a vot^r who'catt1 


neither read nor write does not come 
within tbe prj?<3lon3 of this s otion, and 
he will huvo to secure the services of one 
of the election cffiobrs in his attempt to ex- 
ercise the right of franchise.

a Tree In Good Snap*. 


Y. st-rotay afternoon quite a crowd col- 


lected 10 front of the Mulotosh residence, 
opposite the, Wauhoe Brewery, to witness a 
tree polling'teet of Abbe*'* invention. The 
machine, which resembles somewhat • 
Beeter hay press when lying down, was 
properly braced in the street, and the 
chain »b cb winds OB thr capstan fastened 
to a dead eottonwood tree about a foot in 
diameter. 
Tbis chain, aa before dialed, 


winds arcand a capstan about a foot in 
diameter, which IB turned by means of a 
wheel about fi»<3 fee tin diameter. Wound 
arou id thi« wheel IB a rope which wind* 
on another inverted capstan, the latter 
being torned by a >e*er about seven feet in 
length. 
In operating the machine* the 


lever travels through something like five 
hundred times as much space A* the pnll 
upon the tree; in other words, theoretically, 
a force of tiro hundred pounds upon the 
lever will pull upon the chain fifty tons. 


In the teat the half-inch chain was 


twice broken before the tree was finally 
uprooted. 
The machine was then moved 


to the second tree, 9 tough looking balm of 
gilead. 
Here the chain was again broken 


several times, qnd finally a portion of the 
machine givirg away threw down the men 
doing the pushing and caused some laugh- 
able scrambling to get away from the lever. 


As a whole, the machine Heema to be

TAXATION OF MORTGAGES 


The Cage >f Bowman'vs. the County 


Treasurer jDecldea by the Supreme 
Court. 


District Attorney Julien, counsel for re- 


spondent, received notioa yesterday that 
the Supreme Court-in the case of 8. W. 
Bowman appellant vs. D. B Bcyd re- 
spondent, had sustained the decision of 
the District Court. 
The points involved 


were these: Mr. Bowman was assessed on 
$30,000 worth of mortgages. 
He paid ths 


tax under protest, claiming exemption on 
the ground of not being a resident of the 
county. 
He brought suit in the District 


Court, Judge Bigelow presiding, against 
Coucty Treasurer Boyd for the recovery of 
the anrount of taxes which be paid. " The 
District Court held that the payment of 
the tax on the part of Mr. Bowman was 
voluntary and therefore could not ba re- 
covered. 
Mr. Bowman appealed to the 


Supreme Court, which has affirmed the 
judgment of the lower Court, that the pay- 
ment of the tax was voluntary, and there- 
fore an action for its recovery could not be 
maintained. 
The decision has not been 


published, but it is understood that the 
court goes beyond the question >f volun- 
tary payment and holds that for the pur- 
poses of taxation the appellant had a resi- 
dence in tibia State.

.greatest violence; in fact its mere con- 
tact with any other substance is nearly 
always signalized by the sudden evolu- 
tion of intense heat and light and fierce 
detonations. It almost realize*the fond- 
est dreams of the alchemists, »nd might 
fitly be the"ir long sought liquor, alka- 
hest, or universal solvent, for even dull;' 
inert flint takes fire instantly it is ex- 
posed to the vapor, an* the whole mass 
becomes luminous with a grand incan- 
descence. 


As a supporter of combustion it leaves 


oxygen far behind. Lampblack bursts 
immediately into brilliant flame and 
gets red hot in a current of fluorine gas; 
and charcoal is made to give an inter- 
esting exhibition of its porosity by first 
filling its interstices with the gas and 
then burning spontaneously with spar- 
kling scintillations. The diamond, how- 
ever, is able to withstand its action even 
at high temperatures.—Chambers' Jour- 
nal. 


The Danger of Metaphor.

tow them wherever they wander. See 
on illy, the migrating animals tiavel in 
such groat herds that they do not a little 
damage to the meadows, plowed lands 
and forests. There seems to be no stop- 
ping it 
The deer migrate with more or 


less regularity, and within a week or 
two of the usual time a hundred thou- 
sand reindeer come to Tromsoe, which is 
the meeting point. The owners simply 
see that their herds do not get away. 


But this invasion of reindeer is viewed 


with alarm by Scandinavian farmers, 
who have their crops trampled down. 
The farmer may sue for damages, but if 
he obtains a judgment in his favor hew 
is he to find the defer clant? Some seven 
or eight years ago a special law was 
passed to meet the case. The country 
is divided into districts, and if the own- 
ers of the destructive animals cannot be 
found the district is heUl for the dam- 
age, 
each family paying in proportion to 


the number of reindee--they possess.—J. '

UNDER A MOVING TRAIN. 


Seaaattona of •

u> Who Thonght 


Boar Hmd Con*. 


To fall andex a rnnning railroad train, 
to lie on the r_fl and aee death srjproach- 
tag one at th« rate of fifteen xnilee or So 
an hour and only a few feet distant, ia 
an experience not given to many to be 
able to relate. Yet this is what hap- 
pened to a Chicago man. ^ 


"How did it happen? Wfcat were you 


thinking about?' he was asked the other 
day."yell," he replied, "I had no time to '; 
find out how it happened, bnt I do re- 
member a good many things that 1 
thought of 'while it was happening. 
Now it seems utterly impossible to me 
that such a flood of thoughts could flash 
through my brain and leave their indi- 
vidual and distinct impressions aa did 
in the almost immeasurable short space 
of time that 1 lay on the rail in front of 
those wheels. It is said that just at the 
moment of one's death the whole doings 
of a lifetime are held np for review in 
less time than it takes to wink" one's 
eye. 1 can readily believe it. 


"In less than a second I thonghv of 


the many railroad accidents of whi.ii 1 
had read. It flashed through my mind 
that I had often seen men credited with 
willful negligence or reckless intention 
in allowing themselves to be killed or 
maimed, and there I was on the track 
ready to furnish another illustration. 
Yes, sir; there I lay, flat on my back on 
the rail and Saw the wheels of the after 
track of the car come rolling along and 
only a few feet away. It almost seemed 
as if I felt them crashing and grinding 
my bones, yet I had, it seems, time to 
think also of how easily a fellow gets 
killed. 


"I thought how foolish it was to ac- 


cuse others of foolhardiness in getting 
run over when I myself was about to 
become a horrible example. I thought 
of how often I had 4et «p lightly' en- 
gineers and conductors and helped to 
take the blame from them and put it on 
the fellow who got killed. But my 
greatest regret, in the time I had to 
think, was that I had so often adversely 
criticised the man who got run over. 


"Strange as it may seem, however, 


these ware not half my thoughts. I 
realized that I was yet alive, in the best 
of good health, every bone and limb 
sound, so to speak, and the next instant 
I would, 1 felt, be ground into piecee 
and my flesh and bones spattered over 
the railroad track. There was no powef 
in the world to help me, so it seemed; 
not all that the engineers or conductors 
or brakemen could do would be of any 
avail. Then it flashed through my mind 
that I was on the brink of the other 
world and I had not even a chance to 
make one repentant prayer. I wondered 
what it would mean for me. 


"While these ideas were running 


through my mind I must have made 
some sort of an effort to escape. I have 
no knowledge of how I did it, but I did 
roll off the rail outward. The wheel 
caught my heel, though at first it seemed 
aa if my foot was cut off above the 
ankle and I was powerless" to move it. 
I managed to get onto my right foot 
and balance myself on that for a second, 
to get my thoughts together as to what 
I shoud next do. It has taken me ten, 
or fifteen minutes to tell this thing, but 
it did not, I should judge, from the rate 
the train was going, take anything like 
a second of time for it all to happen."— 
Chicago Tribune.
